1. An apparatus for erasing a road marking on a road lane comprising: 

- a chassis adapted to travel over said road lane; 

5 - a heating source mounted to the chassis for directly or 

indirootly applying heat to the road marking ; and 

- at least one positively driven rotatable brush mounted to 
said chassis, said at least one brush having bristles 
contactable with said road marking and adapted for being 

10 heated directly bv the h eating source and for r emoving 

the markin g, when heated, from said road. 

*T — The apparatus of Claim 1, whoroin the heating source is diroctod toward the 
road marking.- 

31 — The apparatus of Claim 1, whoroin the heating source in diroctod toward the 
15 bristleo of the bruoh which oro adaptod to hoat th e road marking. 

48 — The apparatus of Claim 1, whoroin the heating source io adaptod to direotly 
heat the road marking and tho briotlon of the brush. 

a & The apparatus of Claim 1, wherein the heating source comprises fuel 
torches. 

20 — Tho apparatus of Claim 1, whoroin tho heating source comprises an electric 
h e ater. . . 

3 #T The apparatus of Claim 1, wherein the heating source is adjustable to a 

variety of distances from the road marking or from the bristles of the brush. 

* Tho apparatus of Claim 7, whoroin th e distance is controllable via a 
25 means comprising a pneumatic cylinder and a piston assembly; 

^ Tho apparatus of Claim 1, whoroin tho chassis is adaptod for attaching 

to tho front of a vehicle. 

The apparatus of Claim 9, wherein tho chassis is displacoablo in a 

direction transverse to tho vehicl e ; 
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1T.— The cfppa i atus -of Claim-10, whoroin the- chassis ia mounted on and 
r onplod to a screw threaded spindle, means boing provided for rotating tfao 
spindle thereby attaining the transverse displacement thereof.

£ yrT The apparatus of Claim 1, wherein the bristles of the brush are 
contactable with the road marking with a pressure determined by one or more 
springs associated with the brush. 
G AST The apparatus of Claim 1, wherein the bristles of the brush are 
20 contactable with the road marking with a pressure determined by an auxiliary 
weight associated with the brush. 

The apparatus of Claim 1, wherein the brush is replaceable. 
3 ^CT The apparatus of Claim 1, wherein the apparatus comprises multiple 
brushes. 

The apparatus of Claim 20 1, wherein at least one of the brushes 
comprises bristles having characteristics different than those of the bristles of 
other brushes.

• causing said chassis to travel over said road lane; 
"> * applying heat directly or indirectly to the bristles road marking;

- causing bristles of said at least one brush to rotate and 
contact the road marking thereby removing the marking.
